CHARLET FUTO WEARY 
U YS DOWN HIS OWN 
LIFE AS A SUICIDE 


(Special to the Eagle.) 
Kingsville, Texas, Nov. 30.—Charles 
H. Flato, Jr., one of the best known 
and most influential citizens of South 
Texas, is dead at his home here, the 
re>ult of self-inflicted 
pistol 
shot 
through the heart. 
Flato had been 
in ill health for several months and 
only two weeks ago returned to this 
city from Corpus Christi , where he 
had been under treatment of special­ 
ists. His condition was considered bet­ 
ter, but he had not yet assumed con­ 
trol of his many business interest 
here. The nervous strain had been too 
great, perhaps greater than he would 
admit, and more than his most inti­ 
mate friends 
realized.

and thousands of his friends through-

Formerly 
farmers around Denison waited until 
early in the spring to burn their fields 
and in many instances did not burn 
them at all, just turning theirland and 
covering cotton 
stalks 
underneath. 
This year they have joined hands with 
each other and have begun to not 
only burn cotton stalks 
but 
com, 
grass and weeds and in all cases sun­ 
flowers that are usually found along 
a roadside. The territory east of Den­ 
ison to Red river has been burned 
thoroughly. 
And as far as possible 
not a bit of foliage is left unburned 
so determined are the 
farmers 
to 
make every attempt to get rid of the 
weevil.

AND TRANSPORTATION DID NOT RIOT AT THE 
KANSAS CITY MEETING 
(By Associated Press.)

For arranging a conference of high­ 
way and transportation officials and 
engineers of the state and nation to 
be held at the A. & M. College of Tex­ 
as sometime during the winter or fol­ 
lowing spring for studying the prob­ 
lems of highway construction, high­ 
way transportation and economics of 
same a committee with Dean J. C. 
Nagle, dean of engineering, as chair­ 
man, D. ScoatcH, professor of a p i ­ 
cultural engineering and W. J. Em­ 
mons. professor of highway enginoer- 
ng as members has been appointed 
by President W. B. Bizzell. 
The de­ 
cision to hold the conference and the 
appointment of the commitee to work 
.out tho details of holding same was 
made up >n recommendation of Dr. 
Walton C. John, secretary of the high.
